Settle This Conflict 


The Middle East War—and it is now 
a war—opens up such a Pandora’s box of 
frightful probabilities that majority world 
opinion can reach only one conclusion. It 
must be ended. It must not be expanded. 
This must be the policy of the United 
States, as President Eisenhower clearly 
indicated Wednesday night. 

The President was right in assuring 
Americans and the world that the United 
States has no intention of intervening in 
the affair with arms. He is right and 
U.S. policy is right in putting the con- 
flict before the General Assembly of the 
United Nations, which has now been 


+ done. 
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Only through the U.N. can world opin- 
ion be mobilized in condemning the fight- 
ing itself. Only through such condemna- 
tion can a climate be created for an 
ultimate solution. Such a solution will be 
possible and security will come to the 
Middle East only through protecting the 
legitimate interests of all nations. 

It is useless to brand anybody as the 
aggressor now. It has been known for 
months that the tensions, fanned by the 
Soviet Union, had the potential of ex- 
ploding into war and that unless they 
were eased sooner or later would ex- 
plode. They now have. Force as a means 
of ending disputes again is being used. 

Israel, Britain and France have acted 
unilaterally—endangering their alliances, 
including ,NATO and the U.N. itself. 
Surely they would not have dared do so 
except. from fear or desperation. The 
basic problem which must be settled is 
how to allay these fears in order to end 
the fighting. 

Israel’s precipitous action in ignoring 
the U.N. and U.S. guarantees of its se- 
curity has undertaken a dangerous gam- 
ble which could result in loss of much 
of the good will so painfully built up 
in the last decade. 

The most regrettable aspect of all is its 
value to the Communists. Coming at a 
time when the forces of freedom were 
winning their greatest victories in Europe, 
the Kremlin has been given a master 
propaganda weapon and has had the heat 
taken off its imperialistic designs. 

This country can adopt only one 
course now, as Outlined by the President. 
It must seek to end the war justly through 
the United Nations. At the same time, 
we must make every effort to preserve 
that agency while restoring and strength- 
ening our relationships with our free 
world allies. Even though embittered by 
the actions of Britain and France now, our 
security is inescapably tied to theirs. 


Force as a means of settling disputes 
between nations is an indulgence which 
no longer can be tolerated in a world in 
which the human race has the power to 
destroy itself. Now is the time to prove 
it and the United Nations is the agency 
which must do so.

Waste at Milledgeville 
Is a Criminal Offense 


The legislative committee headed by 
Rep. George Jackson of Jones County 
has queried the State Purchasing .Depart- 
ment on the need for buying 800,000 
gallons of fuel oil for the gas heated 
Milledgeville State Hospital. 


Rep. Jackson reported that in this 
purchase the price was raised one cent 
per gallon while negotiations were under 
way and that the hospital accepted 14,000 
gallons more than was called for in the 
contract. 


The committee has been inspecting 
facilities at the 11,000 patient hospital 
as well as its administrative procedures. 
This oil purchase is the most controversial 
item in its report. 

Purchasing practices of several de- 
partments of the state government have 
been the subject of sporadic investiga- 
tions for the past two years. Buying some- 
thing unnecessary for a hospital where 
the per capita outlay per patient is so 
low tops all these disputed transactions, 
granted that no satisfactory explanation 
is forthcoming to Mr. Jackson’s questions.

3. Why did the hospital take 
one overdelivery of 14,000 gal- 
lons ? 

Earlier in the investigation the 
committee had raised the ques- 
tion of why fuel oil was neces- 
sary when the hospital used nat- 
ural gas. 


Welfare Drrector Alan Kemper 


explained Thursday the hospital 
has an ‘“‘interruptible contract’’ 
with the gas company. Under 
that arrangement, the state gets 
a low rate accorded industrial 
plants, but the company can cut 
off their supply during’ periods 
of short supply. 

Kemper further explained that 
when the gas supply is cut off, 
the hospital uses oil. 


“We are saving about $100,000 
a year under what it cost us to 
heat the hospital with coal,”’ 
Kemper said. Capital outlay was 
cited for increased expenses in 
the first year of the gas-oil 
system. 

The committee found.that the 
hospital paid the contract price 
of .0735 cents per gallon on the 
first deliveries. Later it paid 
0815 cents per gallon for 247,- 
000 gallons under the same con- 


tract. A new contract:signed last 
January sets a rate of .078 cents 
per gallon. 

Kemper said the payment of 
0815 cents was made during an 
emergency shortage to keep the 
patients warm. Other interrupt- 
ible gas users also were demand- 
ing immediate delivery, and the

It was understood here 
the United States hopes to avoid 
any call for coercive’ measures 
against Britain, France and 
Israel, except possibly a call for 
an arms embargo. 

The present assessment of U.S. 
officials is that for a number

*‘localized”’ in Egypt. Thus a key 
aim of American policy would be 
achieved without need for Ameri- 
can action. This is their reason 
ing: 

The other Arab states are in a 
dilemma. The only way they 
could effectively help Egypt mili- 
tarily would be by attacks on 
Israel. But it appears that Israel, 
after an apparently swift victory 
in the Sinai Peninsula against 
Egyptian forces, would even wel- 
come such an attack, particularly 
by Jordan.

George said that he would 
not comment on Sen. Ellender’s 
statement other than to say that 
he “‘wouldn’t go so far as to 
say that the action may result 
in the death of the UN.”’ 

Sen. George said that if other 
Arab nations enter the -conflict 
the question would become in- 
finitely more serious. 

“There are 40,000,000 Arabs 
and the situation is grave,’’ he 
said. ‘If this trouble is quickly 
resolved, the NATO might stag- 
ger through and regain its lost 
position.’’ 

The senator had _ previously 
told the Associated Press that 
““Russia’s preoccupation with re- 
volt in her satellite nations may 
have convinced the anti-commu- 


nists it was a good time to act.”’ 

George said that he did not 
leave Washington until he heard 
President Eisenhower tell the na- 
tion that this country would not 
become involved in the fighting 
and’ that there was no intention 
of calling Congress into immedi- 
ate session. 

“T had believed,’’ George said, 
emphasizing the past tense, ‘‘that 
France and England were going 
to refrain from the use of arms 
in the Suez situation.. The Israel 
action changed what was. more or 
less a stalemate that could have 
been worked out diplomatically 
into a very serious threat to the 
peace of the world and to the ex- 
istence of NATO.”’ 

The current hostilities and pos- 
sible collapse of NATO may have 
a direct bearing on George’s 
future activities. 

“Right now I dan’t know what 
I'll do. Even if NATO is recon- 
stituted, I may not accept a for- 
eign assignment. I don’t like liv- 
ing abroad,” he said.

An office worker in Harrisburg 
said he’d planned to vote for 
Stevenson but now was undecid- 
ed because “‘I want to see what 
happens overseas.”’ 


“I had some doubt about what 
I was going to do next Tuesday, 
but not anymore,”’ said a Des 
Moines business man. “I just 
can’t see changing a government 
in the middle of this.”’ 


GOLD STAR MOTHER 


In Dallas, a _ telephone poll 
taken among 60 voters, selected 
at random in the directory, dis- 
closed that 40 thought the latest 
developments had strengthened 
Eisenhower’s position. Fifteen 
thought Stevenson had been 
helped. Five had no opinion. 


A woman who said she lost a 
son in World War II offered this 
comment: 

“I'd rather -have a five-star 
general as president now than 
have an ex-governor of Lillinois.’’ 
The owner of a Dallas land- 
scaping firm, who was inclined 
toward Stevenson thought the 
latest happenings abroad proved 
that the administration had not 
been telling the truth. 

*“‘We’ve been told everything is 


rosy, and now we find that it’s 
not,”’ he said. 

Some anti-Dulles sentiment 
turned up also in Los Angeles. 
There the Times’ correspondents 
reported frequent repetition of a 
wheeze that ‘‘this wouldn’t have 
happened if Dulles had been 
alive.” 

Many correspondents empha- 
sized these were initial reactions 
to the foreign situation, and that 
the full impact on the election 
results might not be measurable 
as yet. 

The Los Angeles correspondent 
suggested the final effect would 
“hinge to a great extent on how 
bad the situation gets in the next 
few days,” along with the re 
lated questions of how the ad- 
ministration deals with it and the 
effectiveness with which the 
Democrats exploit it. 

In Washington, where both par- 
ties maintain their national head- 
quarters, a Times’ correspondent 
offered this analysis: 

‘On balance, it appears that 
the President, and with him, other 
major Republican candidates 
have been handed the chance to 
suddenly stop acting like politi- 
cians and start acting like states- 
men. ;

Physicians have an interest in 
athletics that goes deeper than 
generally is recognized. They ap- 
preciate the value of exercise 
and its associated teamwork but 
believe that permanent injury is 
a high price to pay for athletic 
accomplishments. 

They object to the coach who 
feels that the success of the team 
is more important than the health 
and safety of its members. The 
same applies to the administra- 
tive staff that does not furnish 
protective equipment and a safe 
place to play. 

The good athietic program 
ought to include the services of 
a physician. He may not be 
able to sit with the team but, 
should be available in case of 
accident. 

The season should begin with a 
thorough examination of all the 
players, paying particular at- 
tention to any disqualifying de- 
fects of the extremities, spine, 


Those who wear braces or other 
appliances must avoid sports in- 
volving direct contact with others, 
as these devices are a hazard to
